Last year when the Academic Senate 
tabled the forerunner of the second mea- 
tabled the forerunner of the second 
measure, they did so, according to Korff, 
because they thought the elimination of 
a ‘‘D’ grade would be detrimental to the 
student. Korff stated that, in most cases, 
the **D’’ grade prevented a student from 
taking a class over to erase the grade 
from his record, 

Because the grading procedures were 
more carefully delineated in the new 
plan, Korff feels that a grade revision 
has a good chance of passage. 

The rationale for the new grade sym- 
bols in both plans, as stated in the eight 
page recommeJation, is that they will 
eliminate penalties for lack of achieve- 
ment in courses, and replace permanently 
recordea failures with temporary pro- 
bation or attendance disqualification. 

The two recommending committees

In a memo to the Academic Senate 
from Richard J, Warren, secretary of 
the Academic Standards Committee, some 
of the problems and advantages of dropping 
the D grades were covered. Warren 
stated that the advantage of dropping the 
D grade entirely is that all technical 
academic penaity is deleted from the 
grading system and students are awarded 
degree credit upon demonstration of com- 
petence. The disadvantage, he said, 
the distribution of prior marginal credit. 
The proportions ef this split could be 
monitored and the grading system further 
revised if desirabie. 

Warren stated that two alternative D 
policies have been suggested. The first 
calls for a CD (conditiona! achievement) 
grade included as a sub-part of the ( 
grade range with no penalty attached. The 
second suggests a D grade separate from 
a C grade but at a neutral value such 
that the units attempted are not counted 
in grade point average calculations. The 
second plan gives the faculty a separaie 
grade that does not distort grades acknow- 
ledging full competence. 

Both proposals call for a withdrawal 
procedure extending the drop deadline to 
eight weeks after the beginning of the 
semester. No notation of such courses 
would be made oo the student’s record.

According to the committee rationale, 
“The present rules allow little time for 
the student to get a clear view of the 
course content, the instructor’s exami- 
nation policy, and other requirements.

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The present two-week course drop dead- 
line was adopted in an effort to allow 
students to fill spaces vacated during 
the first two weeks of instruction. How- 
ever, the policy meets with limited success 
since students continue to withdraw 
throughout the semester.’’ 

\long with the new grading policies, 
a new procedure for probation and dis- 
qualification would be adopted if the 
measure passes, All graduate and under- 
graduate students enrolled for less than 
10 units would be placed on probation if 
they received one or more NC grades 
in any semester. Undergraduate students 
enrolled for 10 or more units would be 
placed on probation if they received two 
or more NC grades. Students on pro- 
bation who earned credit for all courses 
in their next enrollment would have pro- 
bation removed. Any student on probation 
who received additional NC grades would 
be disqualified. 

The committee explained the plan in 
the following way: “‘Present scholarship 
standards are stated in terms of grade 
points above and below a C grade average. 
The effect of the recommended policy is 
to ‘reverse the coin’ and restate standards 
in terms of the demonstration of compe- 
tence in courses for each semester of 
enrollment. Emphasis is thereby placed 
upon successful achievement rather than 
low or non-achievement.’’ 

if the Academic Senate approves one of 
the grading proposals, it will go to Presi- 
dent Robert Johns. If he okeys it, the 
measure would probably go into effect next 
fall, according to Korff.

Chicano bibliography 


“Chicano Bibliography’ has 
been issued by the Sacramento 
State library in response to in- 
creased interest in ethnic studies 
and to requests for a listing of 
available materials on Americans 
of Mexican descent. The booklet 
contains information on nearly 300 
books, microfilms, tapes, maga- 
zines and newspapers dealing with 
Mexican American affairs. 

The publication is arranged in 
alphabetical order by author under 
such subject headings as civil 
rights and political activity, edu- 
cation, employment, fine arts and 


literature, health, history, hous- 
ing, social background and social 
change. 

The library used the zerox 
service DATRIX — Direct Access 
to Reference Information — for 


bibliographic data on 28 micro- 
filmed dissertations which have 
been ordered. James Bradley, 
assistant order librarian, search- 
ed the out-of-print book market 
for scarce material. He has 
piaced orders for currently avail- 
able materials, some being pur- 
chased with library funds. Others 
are being purchased in cooperation 
with Clark Taylor. The assistant 


anthropology pruiessor sas a USOE 
grant for Mexican American Edu- 
cation which includes a stipend for 
assistance to develop library col- 
lections in support of the program. 


Associate librarian Mrs. Pear! 
Spayde announced a revised edition 
of ‘‘Chicano Bibliography’’ incor- 
porating references to materials 
acquired after the initia! publi- 
cation, may be printed next year.

On Jan, 23, less than two weeks 
after that dramatic three-cornered 
exchange, this new understanding 
brought about an agreement for 
peaceful, far-reaching changes at 
the college — an agreement unique 
in American colleges and univer- 
sities. 

Under the agreement, up to 350 
more black and 350 more Mexican- 
American students who cannot 
satisfy the usual academic 
of financial qualifications will 
be brought onto the campus next 
fall, 

The college will also establish 
full departments of Afro-American 
and Mexican-American studies,

set up to handle student complaints 
against faculty members, 

The agreement came after three 
months of turmoil at Valley State 
during which members of the BSI 
took over part of the administration 
building to dramatize their 
demands for change and police 
arrested about 350 persons in a 
series of demonstrations, con- 
frontations and peaceful sit-ins, 

Many in the community and on 
the campus were repelled by the 
violence of the initial con- 
frontation, but leaders defended the 
violence on grounds it is the only 
way any movement of its kind 
has made real headway, Even 
sympathizers, however, concede 
that in some instances y iolenc e was 
committed solely for its own sake, 

For their part in the adminis- 
tration building take-over, 28 
members of the BSt face felony 


charges including kidnaping and 
conspiracy which could lead to 
long jail sentences, and 286 
Students, faculty and members 


of the public face charges of un- 


lawful assembly, rioting and 
trespassing. 
“It’s sad,"’ said Harry Fine- 


stone, one of the faculty members 
who negotiated the  student- 
faculty agreemem, ‘‘that it took 
this mass confrontation to make 
a lot of the faculty realize the 
student demands were real, 


Hard To Get Along With

Valley Coliege. After that came

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This student initiative has been 
heavily criticized and badly mis- 
understood outside the college, 

There is disagreement about 
who was responsible for allowing 
control to fall into student hands, 
but neither the administrators nor 
faculty members closely involved 
blame the studenis, 

Dr. Vern Bullough says: ‘‘I 
blame the administration for not 
taking the responsibility.”’ 


Oviatt says faculty members 
supposed to work on the com- 
mittee often failed to attend 
meetings, ‘‘The students realized 
far more than the faculty the 
importance and potential of this 


program,” he said, 

Many outsiders have accused 
student leaders of deliberately 
seeking under the FOP program 
tudents who were committed to 
militancy, but both Oviatt and 
Bullough firmly reject this charge, 

‘We have absolutely no 
evidence that this was so,”’ said 
Oviatt. “Overwhelmingly, the FOP 
Students came here to learn, though 
perhaps a few felt some obligation 
to those students who helped them 
to come here,”’ 

Faculty members say one-third 
of ae EOP students were a good 
investment, a third can make it 
with hard work, and a third will 
probably fail. 


Similiar Proportions 


But, they add, these are al- 
most exactly the same proportions 
as Students who come tothe college 
on normal qualifications.

“They were not simply trying 
to disrupt the college, as must of 
us thought: these protests came 
from a deep sense of frustration 
and outrage at our indifference.”’ 

rhere are faculty members and 
even students who do not agree 
with Finestone, But many mem- 
bers of the faculty and adminis- 
tration, after long discussions of 
the student frustrations which led 
to the Nov, 4 takeover, have des- 
cribed the felony charges as ‘too 
harsh,”’ 

Some have called for a complete 
amnesty for those involved, and the 
Faculty Senate and the general 
faculty have voted overwhelmingly 


to ask Los Angeles County legal 
authorities to reduce the charges, 

When the faculty were finally 
forced to sit down and negotiate 
with the students they were so 
impressed that the Faculty Senate 
later unanimously approved a 
resolution ‘‘commending the (BSI 
and United Mexican-American 
Students) leaders for the per- 
severence, seriousness and dili- 
rence’’ with which they conducted 
he negotiations. 
Los Angeles Human 
Relations Commission, who guided 
the secret talks, said the student 
leaders had shown ‘*preat 
dedication to something they really 
believed in.’’ 

lhat dedication, he added, ‘‘was 
not confined to the needs of black 
and brown people, but covered the 
overall interests of the college.’’

Even Dr, Oviatt, who had borne 
the brunt of the student criticism, 
said when it was over he had 
“‘never questioned their ability, 
their dedication and the basic jus- 
tice of their cause,”’ though 
he added that they had made ‘‘very 
serious mistakes in some of their 
strategy.’’ 

Valley State was one of the last 
colleges in the country which could 
have been expected to take the 
lead in college reform and inter- 
racial understanding, 

Since it was founded, more 
than a decade ago, it been 
regarded as one of the most lily- 
white of the California state 
colleges, 

Set in an almost all-white 
community, most of the college’s 
Students were from the same 
mold -—— white, middle to upper- 
middie class, and conformist.

They reported to Dr. Oviatt, 
vice president for academic 
affairs. 

It was natura! Oviatt should have 
a part in the program. He has 
been involved in almost everything 
of importance in Valley State’s 
history. 

Dr, Oviatt was among a group 


of faculty who moved from Cal 
state Los Angeles in the mid 
1950’s to set up an extension 
campus, 


They formed the nucleus of the 
staff, and, led by Oviatt, have de- 
voted more than a decade of their 
lives to the college. When the 
extension became Valley State Col - 
lege, many expected Oviatt to be- 
come President, but the job went 
instead to Dr, Ralph Prator. 

Through hard work and dedi- 
cation, however, Oviatt became 
a powerful influence. It is no 
secret on campus that the surest 
way to success for any project is 
to get the backing of Cviatt and 
and “‘those who came over in the 
ark” from Cal State. 

Dr. Vern Bullough, this year’s 
general faculty presidem, says 
it was simple: ‘‘Prator delegated 
responsibility and Oviatt was ready
